The miners appear to be flrmlt onited 
for the mntnal interest uf all. mere, my 
MoBryde says <heir motto is and will 
oontinne to 1 44 >*one for all and all for cue." 
If one section goes to work all will {;o 
to work, and nnuer no other couditious 
can the nnions be operated. 

The joint conference was slow in as- 
sembling in the chamber of commerce. 
It took bat a short time to precipitate 
the tight that was brewing. An organ- 
isation was effected by the' election of J. 
B. Zerbf , an operator of this city, as 
president, and Patrick McBryde of ttia 
miners' onion as secretary, with Frank 
Brooks, an operator of Colombus, as his 
assistant. 

A committee on credentials was ai>- 
pointed, aud to them were referred the 
credentials of all the miners and ofwr- 
atori who sought seats in the conference. 
The report of the committeu aroused a 
stormy discossion at once. TUey fa 
vored the seating of all the ndners and 
operators from Ohio, Indiana and West 
\ir^uia. and all of those froyi Pimisyl- 
vania who bad expressed a wUUngnesa 
to alide by :he decision of the confer 
ence. The ret>ort, however, was ai^ainst 
the seating of the 10 Pittsburg operators, 
w))0 bad declarcil that they wonld not 
abiike by the decision of the majoiity. 

A. H. Dempster led the Ught in favor 
of giving the kickers seats< Be said the 
call tor the conference had been sent to 
to all operators and miners and they 
Were entitled to seats nnder the call. 
John AIcBride, president, and Vice 
President Penna of the miners' union 
ua<le the principal siieeches against the 
seating of these o^terators. 

The Indiana operators were admitted 
on the understu idmg that they would 
abide by the du* jiou of the conference 
if a fair rate for minini; was established 
for central and soutbv rn Illinois.

The fact that this last victim is a chat 
tel of a Highbinder l«a.ter whose tong 
rivals that to which the first victim s 
master belonrn, is sufficient proof to the 
police that Highbinder jealousies are at 
the bottom of the two bratal murders 
Neither of the hUpless women had done 
anything to provoke her assassin ^ a 
tion. More murders of a similar char- 
acter are looked for. These hel]>les8 
women are valued by their masters in 
Chinatown all the way from #l,'iO'i tc 
ii::.'.nuo. and thu Higlibiiider's most sensi' 
tive jwiiit i-i In.- pur^*. Neitbar 
is known to the police.

tion Dills have passed the hotise and three 
of the rema.umg of live have been re- 
ported from Jie house committee on ap- 
priations. Tae legislative and the de- 
nciency bills have not yet been reported 
bnt the former will make its appeiirauce 
in a few days and the latter is purposely 
held back ao that it may include all de- 
ficiencies occurring up to a reasonable 
time before the fiscal year closes. Chair 
man Sayers espects, however, that it 
will be passed by June 10.

The 
matter waa giten a thoron^jh oonaidera* 
tion by the membera oi tlie association 
with the result that it was decided by 
the companies represented to withdraw 
from Covington and Newport entirely, 
and confine their operations in this sec- 
tion to this side of the river.

" For removal of restriction on paator- 
ate, 01; versus, 117; for extension of 
time, etc.. 20. 

" From this it appears that the rank and | 
file of our miiii«fry in Keiifui ky, at least, | 
are in favor ot union and not oi>i)osed to 
it. My opinion is if the tjuestion were 
submitted to the preachers and people 
of the Southern Chun-h generally, it 
would be foimd that the vote in Ken- 
tucky represents the voice of the church.

A Million Dollars' Worth of 
Property Destroyed. 



Om 2,000 PIOFLB HOMILESS.

iMt night slept in the open air. 

The tire started in the Boston Lea^ne 
ball park, in a pilo of lumber which was 
lying under the right lieM bleachers, 
directly back nt first ba-i'. iu a mo- 
ment it had leaped onf to the seats and 
fanned by the brisk bre v.e, swept to- 
ward the ;jiand stand. ISo rapitlly did 
the tluin' b sjircil, that before the occii- 
pauta ot the grand btand realized it the 
hre w.iH ujH>u them, and they were 
forced to Her, Jt was Heveral minutes 
before the firemen were at work. 

The left field bleachers were next ig- 
nited, meanwhile the sparks had fallen 
upon the houses on Ijerlin street, and 
the flames surged on towards Treniout 
■trcet, reaching out to the right and left 
nntil the entire srjuare between the ball 
grounds and Tremont street and wtsnd- 
mg Berth from Walpole street to BwlN 
was a inaus uf bnr)niii< buildings. 

The Shenuyn kindergarten, a brick 
structure, obstructed the progress of the 
fire for only a moment and that, too, 
was numbered among the structures 
consumed. 

The buildings* on the south side of 
Walpole street were soon burned. The 
flames shot down toward Coventry 
street on that side of Treniout nearest 
the ball grounds. They swept on in this 
direction for three s(juares, as far us 
Burke street, devouring the homes of 
men and women wiio were working 
with frantic energy to get out their 
household goods, and even before they 
could remove those to a safe place, the 
Walls burned and crumbled down. 

At o'clock the entire block along the 
west side of Treiuont street from Wal- 
pole to Burke, was a brilliant mass of 
name*? which swept across to tlie op- 
posite sjile. and soon engulfed the build- 
mgf- lor four blocks. By this time the 
residents of the tenements fcr nearly 
half a mile around had become alarmed 
and were moving all their property into 
the street* and seeking for places of 
safety. So rajiidly did the firo eat its 
way, however, that those in the blocks 
a l.ioining Tremont street did not have 
time to save their hoii.sehold effects, Mid 
barely escaj) ■<! with their lives. 

The stret t> wi re tilled with frightened 
women and children, poor people who 
were trying to save a part of their small 
property, and hurrying' firemen and po- 
licemen. Furniture of all kinds littered 
the sidewalks and the firemen were 
greatly hani]>ere.i by the obstructions. 

By 6 o clock the con!iagr«tion had 
crossed Tromout to Cabot street. 

iShurtly after U o'clock several steam- 
ers arrived from Lynn, Salem. Beverly, 
Brookline nud Lawrence, and every 
effort was made to stop the fire at CaKit 
street. But it could not be checked and 
not until it bad burned from Cabot 
street half way throiiKh to Warwick 
street and north to liurke street, was 
the limit of the burned district on the 
southeast side of the ball gronnds 
reached. 

While the firemen were fighting on 
this side the hre was spreading from 
Waljiole toward Milford place on the 
southwest side of the ball grounds, and 
in half an hoar all the buildim's in tins 
block were in mins. The tire tjurneil on 
ontil it reaobed Rnggles street at one 
point, and consumed the houses on both 
sides of Chaiiol street and laid low the 
Btrtictures on Sudbury street. 

At Kuggles street on the west, and 
Cabot street on the southeast, the fire 
was practically stopped, and at 7:30 the 
Am was under control and in no danger 
of spreading further. 

It is estimated that about 100 boild- 
inga have been burned and abont QUO 
families rendered homeless. 

The fire covered a spaos of about 20 
acres, and as far as can be learned only 
six persons have been injorsd and none 
fatally. 

Prominent insurance men place the 
loss at $l,uuU,u(H) and the insurance at 
ui oul two-tiiirils of the loss. 

The new house of Ladder Vi and Hose 
7, on Tremont btreet, was destroyed. 

Alderman Bryant's residence, on Wal- 
pole street, and his store on Tremont 
street were also destroyed.

A special meeting of the bourd of 
aldermen was called yesterday evening 
to take action upon the eidgencies of the 
cose and it was voted to use the stirplas 
of $4,000 now held by the trustees of the 
Johnstown flood, and wUob was collect- 
ed for the sufferers by the flood at John- 
town, for the relief of the 3,000 people 
made homeless by the oonflacration. 
Another meeting will be held when 
•ome further means will bs devised to 
aid those in distress.
